law provides thai the President of the Company 
shall be chosen out of the Board of Directors, 
cither by tlie Directors or by the members of 
the corporation, as the liy-Lavva may direct.

It provides that the J'.y-l.aws shall 
be made by the "stockholders or members of 
Hit! corporation," at .1 -general meeting called for 
that purpose, unless the charter |«povMft another 
body or a diU'erenl nwlo. The contest last 
I'YMr.y -night i«ngcd upon the proposition lo 
elw-t officers liy the Jjiuitlof Directors-, or by 
the stockholders or members. A vote developed 
the fact that the members- of tlie corporation 
preferred to vote for the. ofliceis themselves. 
whereupon the Directors, with one exception, 
resigned their position, and in the confusion 
growing out of their hasty aud ill-advised act, 
the meeting adjourned. What jjood purpose 
was accomplished hy the suit-Me of its Direct- 
ors. we do not. know ; hut however this may he, 
we hnpe there is enough iuteicst felt by out 
citi/ens not to let tlic improvement collapse, on 
aec'iiiint of any disagreement as to the proper 
method of forming the oi-gatii/.atioii.

It bore too 
many evidences ot a different paternity. 
The 


fact is he only allowed some one else who had 
an uxe to grind, to do ifin his olttco. In plain 
English, be gave the use oi'his editorial columns 
lo a special pleader. 


What arc the fuels of the ease about which so 


many efforts are being made (o get uj> a sensa- 
tion? 


A certain Mr. Cummins, who was a Metho- 


dist minister in Delaware, left the Methodists 
about twenty-eight years ago, on the ground 
that their system of Church Government was 
not .scriptural. He had learned the doctrine of 
Apostolical Succession, and 
believing it,, he 


sought outliuatioiv in tile Proleatunt -Episcopal 
Church. On at least three several occasions he 
formally declared his entire assent lo the doc- 
trine and discipline of that Church, and on the 
understanding that lie meant \virat he thus sol- 
emnly declared, he was allowed to minister in 
her sanctuaries and to hold olliees of import- 
ance. 
At last, in the year 180C, he was ad- 


milled to the Ordei ofltisliops—thus receiving 
the highest honor the Chinch could bestow and 
aceeptiuglhe tnnsla\vfni responsibility that man 
can ever bear. At Iris consociation lie took this

M'lViCi- and a great hindrance to the lina! tri- 
umph of bis kingdom," heat once set about the 
woikof divl-Jiii;;- Christendom still more—of 
pulling an additional liindiance in the way of 
IheC'OSpell lie could not retire in good feel- 
ing and silence from tlie Church, but to all his 
\lier e'ienees added that he ht'camc a rovilci ot 
that doettino anil wui-.ship to which lie had 
pledged conformity, am! a sower of dissension 
ainon;; those whom he was guide in the ways 


'•rinietness, love and peace." The Church 


.that received bun on his own professions, whose 
hi cad be had eaten for twenty-eight years, whov. 
f ivors bad been freely given to him, whose doc- 
trines he bad tepeatcdly and in the most solemn 
and Aliphatic manner- declared to he the pure 
teaching of God's word, whose Prayer Hook be 
bad in tire pulpit'and through tire press declared 
lo bo "the, fairest and most beautiful child of the 
Reformation," "a precious casket" of (ruth, " a 
book eminently adapted to nourish the spiritual 
life of the believer,'1 '-a bond of unity" among 
Christians. This Church was made the subject 
of al tack in every possible way, and in every 
place to which he could gain access. She has 
become sinful in tlie sight of this most, consei- 
e.ntious gentleman. Tier doctrines arc errone- 
ous—her practices corrupt—her1 Prayer Book so 
full of Romish errors tliat his righteous soul was 
vexed beyond endurance hy it! 


What changes the.n have been made in the 


doctrine and discipline of the Church since he 
songlit it nearly thirty years ago? jS'ot a par- 
ticle! What ch'iuge has been made in its 
Prayer Book since ho pronounced his glowing 
eulogy upon it? Xot a particle! It stands to- 
day as it stood Ihen, and there is -not a word 
that lie and his followers can put forth in the 
way ot direct attack or innuendo that has not 
been by anticipation answered by himself. 


Moreover his schismatic movement was not 


made openly and above board. 
If after Dr. 


Ivos' aposlacy IIP. had written letters to his for- 
mer friends among the clergy and laity, urging 
them to do as he had done; it would have been 
called a Jcsuitlcat proceeding, and so I do not 
hesitate to say that Dl. Cummins, in sending 
his private circular to clergy men whom he hoped 
lo influence., was guilty of a "Jesuitical'1 act.

Since this protest appeared letters have been 


published by Bp. Lee, of Delaware, Bp. Johns, 
of Virginia, and Bp.

They declare his course wholly unjustifiable. 
They say, what is the evident truth, that there 
was nothing which could be alleged as a suffi- 
cient cause for his abandonment of his post— 
much less for the attempt to rend tire Church. 
And yet, Sir, the writer in Ttie Press insinuated 
all through hisvarticle,-that Cumraitisitc''Re- 
formers" and Low Churchmen were one and 
the same. If this were so the acknowledged

Bishop Bedell, of Ohio, has given. Ills coti-

Church, by asking Bishop Potter, of New York, ' 
for a parish, tlie very day before he joined the 
Cumminsites ! Since then they have had four 
or- live reel-nils—Messrs. .Maguire. McFadden, 
Wilson, ImUne, and Sabine, and a Presbyterian 
minister, Rev. E. D. Heill, who held some po- 
litical office in Washington during tlic presiden- 
cy of Mr. Lincoln and Andrew Johnson. Such, 
then, is its force at present, or it may possibly 
have one or two more of whom we have not 
heard. 
Its sole gain of ministers from the Pro- 


testant Episcopal Church has been just seven 
men in seven months ! And in Churches it has 
gained frorn'ns JTOT OXE! It possesses on paper 
about a dozen, and in actual fact—;just lime ! 
Such then is the wondciful success that pro- 
niises complete triumph and with which Iho 
writer in Tlie Prrns atlects lo he profoundly 
impressed ! In addition to those above men- 
tioned, the new sect has had the open approval 
of three or four-other persons whose consciences 
permit them to abuse the Churcli while they 
profess lo belong to it, who can readily enough 
surrender the doctrines but not the salaries of 
Episcopal clergymen. Chief among these is the 
Rev, Kingston Goddard, formcr-ly of New York, 
and the liev. Stephen II. Tyng, Jr., who is no- 
thing if not lawless. \Yith them must be classed 
the liev. Charles W. Quick, who lias for years 
edited a paper called The Hjjixcvpaiian 
(.') 


which has been a constant source of injury anil 
a disgrace to the Church, and which lie still 
issues under the false pretence that it U a t!hure7i 
paper though it is the organ of the Ctimmiiisite 
sect.

At the very beginning of his nS\v career Dr. 


Cummins stated that; there were twenty-five 
clergymen retuly to join him. Half a year has 
elapsed and his twenty live have not appeared, 
lie has got about one-fourth of the number arid 
this is the astounding success which l.hc Chris- 
tian world is called upon to wonder at!

Cummins also stated that ha was to be joined 
by a venerable, clergyman whose name would 
be a tower of strength, and who would go with 
liim if he were made a I'.ishop.

Ami thus it has been u'itb almost all l,hc de- 


clarations made by the unhappy founder or' the 
new '•Church." He left the Methodists because 
l.boydn! not hold the doctrine of Apostolical 


cause it docs hold it. And having left,, he en- 
deavors to orgaui/e, a now body 0:1 tlie basis of 
that, -'succession" iu which lie does not believe ! 


JIo professes a desire to founrl and perpetuate 


a new Episcopal Chtircb, ami yet admits to it 
without re-or.1ination or change of opinion, the 
Rev. Mr. Neil, a Pi-etfnftcrnui minister! 


Dissatisfied with the I'l-ayer Book which he 


bad used for twenty-eight years and lauded to 
the skies, ho declaied that he would go back to 
the '-Proposed Bonk" of 17S7, the compilation 
of which he ignovanlly attributed to Bishop 
White ; but in place of t.'iking that book he and 
his confreres have changed it at their- own sweet 
will, so that Dr.Sniitlt, whodid prcpaieor com- 
pile it, would never know his own work. Thus 
has it been all through. Random assertions 
easily disproved—confident declarations that 
were not verified—announcement of intentions 
that were not carried out, and, I do not hesitate 
to add, accusations that are false ; these have 
been what the would-be Reformers have put 
before the world 1 


Some persons seem greatly afraid that other 


clergyman and lay members of the Church will 
go with them ! I have no fear of the kind. Men 
of proper knowledge and principle will certainly 
not tleseit their Church and rush into schism. 
Aud if we have any men who are not possessed 
of proper- knowledge and principle, Ihe only fear 
concerning them is that they will not go. 
We 


can easily aud gladly spare them. They are 
neithet useful nor ornamental members of the 
body, and it would he more consistent in them 
and more agreeable, to us ii' they would go 
where they really belong. Men who retain the 
name of Episcopalian only that undercover of 
it they may do the more harm to the Episcopal 
Church, who arc never so zealously eloquent as 
when denouncing its ministers aud its supposed 
evils a*nd shortcomings, who have charity for 
everybody but their own brethren, and would 
rather worship anywhere else than iu their own 
Church, rather follow any mode than that to 
which they solemnly promised conformity—such 
men are of no advantage in any way. and iu 
place of fearing that they will go, the only feat- 
is that they will not.

The tree possesses 
remarkable anti-febrile virtues, and in some 
countries has been planted in fever districts as 
a curative and sanitary agent. 
Theie are 


boundless forests of it in Australia, where it 
grows both on the hillsides and the lowlands, 
in a range of temperature from 130s U) 20Q F. 
Asa timber, it is exceedingly useful where 
stren-th and durability are required, and, though 
hard, is easily worK^. Over $4,000,000 of the 
timber are annually exported from Australia. 
Scientific bodies are giving much attention to it, 
both lor ils value in draining marshy grounds, 
and in disinfecting the atmosphere. 


We wish that some enterprising naturalist 


would write a book about animals which have 
never been seen—unicorns and hydras for in- 
stance—with notices of animals which have 
only been seen once or twice, or merely seen 
partially, such as sea serpents. A whole chapter 
might i* devoted to griffins and dragons and 
no-haired horses.

It costs about $4 » week to board a girl, at the 
lowest estimate, wliich with the lowest wages 
paid her, amounts lo more than $400 a year; 
n sum equivalent to the interest at the rate 
of seven per cent, on nearly 6,000 a year. Then 
again our domestics live in this country. In 
France no tea, cotfee or sugar are allowed the 
inmates of the kitcheu, and the choice food is 
kept from them under lock and key, while here 
I hey have generally the undisturbed supervision 
of the store closet. We earnestly wish that 
American girls would throw off their false 
pride, and secure good homes as house servants, 
Kood pay and good friends for life, Instead of 
drudging away their youth in shops and man- 
ufactories, where if misfortune overtakes them 
they are- left friendless to die in an asylum or 
hospital. 


llf THIS SlSTKEXTH CEXTUKY. — 


The extreme clumsiness and cruelty with 
which operations were performed even subse- 
quently to the fifteenth wntury, would scarcely 
be credited, hid we not authentic descriptions 
of tbMii by the operators. Tims Fabrknu of 
Aquapedente (1537-1619), the eminent professor 
M l'»du», mid preceptor of the Immortal llar- 
vcy, describes what he considered an improved 
and easy operation In the following terms : " If 
U be * movable tumor, I cut it away with a 
red-hot knife, that tears as It cuts ; but if it be 
adhered to the chest, I cut It, without bleeding 
or pain (!) with a wooden or horn knife, soaked 
in aquqfortU, with which, having cat the skin, 
1 dig out the rent with my fingers" (!!).
